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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 2 and 1 3 are added by amendment filed on 1 0 August 2006. Claims 1 
and 10 are amended by the amendment. Claims 1-13 are pending in this application. 
Claims 3-4, 7-9, and 11 remain withdrawn. Claims 1-2, 5-6, 10, 12, and 13 are 
examined on the merits. 

Response to Arguments 

The Amendments by Applicants' representative Keiko K. Takagi dated on 1 1 
August 2006 has been entered. 
Arguments under 35 U.S.C.S1 12(H) 

Applicant's arguments see page 1-2, filed on 10 August 2006, over claims 1-2, 5- 
6, and 10 over the phrase "may be substituted" for Y 1 and Y 2 have been fully considered 
and are not persuasive. Applicant's traverse is on the ground that the limitations of 
claims 1-2, 5-6, and 10 are believed to be definite. One of ordinary skill in the art would 
understand that "may be substituted" means that each of Y 1 and Y 2 is either substituted 
or unsubstituted. 

However, this argument is not persuasive, because the claims fail to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The specification does not disclose what the substituents are. One of the 
ordinary skilled in the art does not understand the whole scope of the invention 
regarding the definition of substituents to Y 1 and Y 2 The rejection over claims 1-2, 5-6, 
and 10 is maintained. 
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Rejection over claim 10 on the inconsistent among Z, m, and n is withdrawn after 
considering the amendment to recite that both X and Z are single bond. 

Arguments under 35 U.S.C.§102b 

Applicant's arguments, see page 3 of the remarks, filed 10 August 2006, with 
respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-2 under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(b) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 

New claims 12 and 13 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. New Matter has been introduced in claim 12 last 
paragraph of page 13 to page 14 as the definition of a substituent. The definition of 
substituent is not included in the original disclosure. Therefore, it constitutes New 
Matter. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The clairn(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. New Matter has been introduced in claim 13 last 
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paragraph of page 15 to page 16 as the definition of a substituent. The definition of 
substituent is not included in the original disclosure. Therefore, it constitutes New 
Matter. 

Applicant may file RCE to incorporate the definition of "substituted" into the 
Specification.
